that is not fully colored; that all navels 
at New Year's, compared to their taste 
in late February, are not sweet; and 
that any fruit that meets a cold wave 
in transit is liable to be frosted. Hence 
every shipper, up to this time, no mat- 
ter what his care, is sure to have had 
in market some fruit inferior in color, 
flavor and condition. 


But in the auction markets, where 


scores of buyers see the fruit before 
they buy, and bid against each other 
to 'get what they severally prefer, tin- 
prices obtained show which was the 
inferior fruit, and the reports of such 
sales show who were the shippers. 
These reports do not show, one single 
day, 
that the. S. C. Fruit Exchange 


has sent fruit "f 1^ 
>SS value than the 


outside shippers. 


The Covina Citrus Assm-iation de- 


clined to ship for prorate of some ot 
its own fruit, which 
was dropping 


ripidly, although not well colored, be- 
cause the trees had been sprayed for 
black scale and it was not believed 
that the spots which then appeared on 
the underside of the oranges would 
disappear in transit. 
But the owners 


of the green and spotted fruit were 
allowed to sell the same as they pleas- 
ed.

I* WHS Indented f»y nn Italian In 


•lltecnth Centwfy, 


The cemenv was Invented by an Itnl- 


Inn nntned Bnptlstn Portn, though it 
was not nt first used for photograph- 
ing. It was In ronllty merely a dark 
room. Into which tho light was admit- 
ted through n little round hole In one 
eldo. The rnys of light coming from 
objects outside of this room entered It 
through this nperture and mnde ft pic- 
ture on the other side of the room glow- 
Ing In all tho benuty and color of na- 
ture Itself, but rather Indistinct aud 
upside down. 


This dnrk room wns contrived by Por- 


ta about the middle of the sixteenth 
century. He Improved It Inter by plac- 
ing a glnss lens In the nperture and 
outside a mirror which received the 
rays of light and reflected thorn through 
the lens so that that Itnngc upon the 
opposite wnll within wns mnde much 
brighter, more distinct and In a natu- 
ral or erect position. This wns renlly 
the first camera obscurn, nn Invention 
which is enjoyed to the present day, 
being situated often upon n hilltop, 
where a picturesque country surround- 
ing mny be reflected through a lens 
which Is placed In the center of the 
conical roof. 


Now, 
our modern photographic cam- 


era Is merely n smnll coraera obscura 
In Its simplest form, carrying a lens at 
one end aud a ground glnss screen nt 
the other. It is, however, often much 
more complicated In Its construction.

The McKlnley Memorial Association 


was organized In Cleveland, 0., Octo- 
ber 10, 1901. The President 
of 
the 


United States, at the request of Mrs. 
McKlnley, named the Board of Trus- 
tees. 


The trustees organized by choosing 


the following officers: 
President, Wil- 


liam R. Day: vice-president, Marcus A. 
Hanna; treasurer, Myron T. Herrlck; 
secretary, Ryerson Rttehie. 


The purposes of the association are 


the erection and maintenance at Can- 
ton, Ohio, of a memorial which shall 
fittingly honor the memory of Presi- 


j dent McKlnley, The memorial Is to 
be the people's offering; men, women 
and children 
everywhere 
have the 


privilege of contributing. 


In response to the requests of the 


National Trustees, each State Is to 
be organized for the purpose of raising 
contributions for the National Me- 
morial. California Is called upon to 
contribute her share. 
The general 


plan, briefly stated, <s as follows: 


The National Trustee Is authorized 


t«. name for the State, a State Auxil- 
iary Committee, which committee has 
the supervision of the work through- 
out the State. At a mettlng of the 
committee held in San Francisco on 
January 14, 1902, the following named

A BURSTING BOILER. 


Bow ft Look* When A tocomotiv* f« 


Blown t'p. 


"I nm one of the very few persona 


who ever snw n locomotive blow up," 
fenmrketl mi old rnllrond man to a re- 
porter the other dtty. "Generally the 
tnon who -witness the explosion of a 
stonm engine ore so clentl when the 
smoke has cleared nwny that they lire 
never able to give nn account of the 
tMsnBtt-r. 


"Like many other accidents, the one 


I saw was the result of carelessness- 
low water In the boiler—for the engine 
had Just corm from the shops and wa«< 
In complete repair. It was on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio rnllrond In West Vir- 
ginia a number of years ago. I was on 
a locomotive some distance behind the 
one which exploded and was looking 
ahead out of the cab window, so that 
the 111 fnted engine was Immediately 
before my eyes. 
Suddenly I saw the 


machine rise In the air. It seemed to me 
to be about as high as the telegraph 
poles beside the truck, which, as you 
doubtless Know, are not BO high as tel- 
egraph poles In the city. Then came a 
cloud of dense blnck smoke and dust, 
which hid the engine from view, and 
almost simultaneously I heard the roar 
of the explosion. 


"('•oth the engineer and the fireman 


were killed, and the locomotive was fit 
for nothing much but the scrap heap 
when It fell to the ground. The crown 
sheet over the Hrehox luid blown out. 


"The strange thing about the explo- 


sion was tlmt uo white steam was seen. 
You know that perfectly dry steam'Is 
Invisible, being like the air, and before 
It had time to condense It was proba- 
bly smothered by the cloud of smoke 
and dust raised by the bursting of the 
boiler."-Baltimore Sun.

Prices abroad are low, and as 
oceaa freights are not high, shipments 
can safely pay a small duty of 26 
cents per barrel and find a profitable 
market, says the Chicago Farm a'nd 
Home, and adds that many dealers in 
large trade centers profess to be afraid 
of carrying large stocks, owing to the 
abnormally high prices, as they an- 
ticipate 
slump. Cold weather In the 


northwest has interferred wkh ship- 
ments and caused a rise in prices, es- 
pecially for Wisconsin and Michigan 
etocks. Boston Is well supplied with 
Aroostock 
tubers, and in fact these 


are finding their way to New York 
City in liberal quantities. Early Cali- 
fornia potatoes will be In great de- 
mand at good prices. 


Citrus Fruits in New York 


New York arrivals of California or- 


anges are light and good fruit Is in 
excellent demand, with a rising mar- 
ket.

frosted and are hard to dispose of. 
California growers make a great mis- 
take In marketing frost-bitten fruit. 
Good lemons are in demand. 


ot his Mission trees. It comes In the 
form of a black spot In the pulp of 
the fruit affecting it near the pit, and 
not showing up on the outside even in 
badly Infected drupes. It la caused by 
bacteria, so the pathologlsts say, and 
it Is well to have a name for It, es- 
pecially when the evidence shows that, 
the origin of the malady Is correctly 
ramed. 


Some of the growers ate to attack 


this dry rot by spraying with Bordeftux 
mixture, and will also graft their old 
trees to Mission, while awaiting the 
results of spraying. No method can 
reach the disease after the fruit Is set, 
hut treatment about the time of spring 
growth Is a reasonable remedy. On 
the Olendale trees a peculiar exudation 
IB apparent, both from foliage and 
fruit. It is a wnx-like texture and as 
white as snow. This Is clearly of fun- 
gus origin. Whether It Is connected 
with the dry rot as a cause or an 
effect no one is able to tell; at any 
rate it Is Interesting and worthy of 
investigation.—J. W. Jeffries In Los 
Angeles Times.

Even our fish are un- 
der suspicion, and it is asserted that 
all oysters eaten away from the sea- 
board have been saturated with chem- 
ical preservatives. Verily, our stom- 
achs are put to a very severe test, 
whether with meats of canned goods. 
But the egg and the live fowl cannot 
be tampered with. The best preserva- 
tive is life, and so we always know 
that our poultry is free from pre- 
servatives, at least if we buy our fowls 
and dress them ourselves. The people, 
more and more, are turning against 
food products that are suspected of 
being embalmed. They will more and 
more depend upon things that, are ab- 
solutely beyond suspicion. Cold stor- 
age fowls will never have the place 
in the popular regard that the fresh 
dressed fowls have. There is great 
room for development in the business 
of poultry raising. Every item of in- 
formation on how to get our poultry 
and eggs to the consumers in a per- 
fectly pure state is of immense value, 
for if the consumer can know his eggs 
are fresh the demand will increase. 
The people will before long find them- 
selves shut up in eggs, poultry, fresh 
fruits and vegetables, unless we have 
some radical legislation in the inter- 
est of pure foods.
